CURRENT MISCELLANY. 


The use of the diamond saw for one- 


ting stone ia facilitating the erection of 
the buildings for tbe exhibition of 1900 
at Paris. Thia new circular saw is dne 
to Felix Froraholt, a Parisian engineer. 
Tbe diamonds wbicb form ths catting 
teeth of tbe eaw are common crystals, 
worth a boot 10 shillings a carat, and 
they are fixed in a steel diek over six 
feet iu diameter', which is mounted on 
a spindle, and revolved by steam power 
like an ordinary circular saw. 


For sawing hard stones there are 200 


diamonds in tbe cutting edge, and the 
speed is 300 turns a minute. It ad- 
vances into tbe stone about; a foot in 
that .time. For soft stones tbe teetb are 
of steel, with diamonds at intervals of 
every five teeth, and at a speed of Id 
turns a miunte tbe saw advances about 
a yard in that time. 


Tbe new saw hae been at work in the 


workshops of the Champa Elysees for 
several months and bas given every sat- 
isfaction. It cuts aud dresses tbe stone 
ou all sides aud gives it sharp outlines. 
Moreover, it does so at one-eighth to 
one-tenth the cost of band labor. A saw 
of this kind witb RU alternative move- 
ment, sawing stones four to six feat 
bigb, is to be set up. Evidently tbis 
new implement has a future before it, 
and may be recommended to tbe atten- 
tion of stonecutters in tbis country, es- 
pecially the granite workers of Scotland. 
—London Globe. 


The Travels of a Bottle.

Tbe bottle, it is calculated, traveled 


over 3.000 miles between tbe time it 
•was consigned to tbe waves and when 
it was picked up in tbe Weat Indies. It 
would seem to bave taken almost a 
straight course across the north Atlan- 
tic ocean, following the trade route 
from England to South America. Tbe 
time occupied was nearly 12 months.— 
Johannesburg (Africa) News.

COBSON AND HIS CAUSE. 


The meeting of the "Worklngme-n's 


Municipal league last night accom- 
plished its purpose. It gave the league

The prin- 
cipal thing was the public declaration 
of the cause the league had organized 
to work for. The declaration was made 
with probably less than the

The league took 
the opportunity to prove its candidate's 
right to be known as an honorable 
man. 
It proved him an untiring 


worker in the interest of labor, and it 
successfully met the charge that Mr. 
Dobson was a labor mail from policy 
and not from sympathy. 


If it were believed that Mr. Dobson 


stood any chance of being elected now 
would be the time to discuss him as a 
safe and competent man for the office 
for which he is a candidate. But as 
there is no chance whatever 
of his 


being elected his fitness for the office of 
mayor becomes secondary 
to 
his 


fitness 
to 
lead 
the 
working- 


men 
of 
the 
city 
to 
express 


themselves on matters concerning the 
peace and prosperity of the community. 
So then, if we find Mr. Dobson a 
sincere and honorable man, though a 
man betraying some ignorance of the 
office of mayor, we need not attack 
him for he has the qualities that fit 
him for the work he is now doing. 
We do not mean to say that Mr. Dob- 
Is not a very intelligent man or that 
he would not grow to meet responsi- 
bility. But we mean to carry the im- 
pression that Mr. Dobson as mayor 
would have much to learn before he 
would be an efficient official. Mr. Dob- 
son has nothing to learn to make him a 
guod leader of the movement he now 
heads, and he shows he has the right 
appreciation of his position vhen he 
says that the success of the movement 
does not depend so much on success at 
the polls as on united and dignified 
action on the part of the workingmen. 


THE UNOBTRUSIVE CHEMICAL,. 


More and more cities are coming to 


recognize the great value of the chemi- 
cal engine as a rtre fighter. Statistics 
•how its remarkable utility in actual 
saving, but no figures can tell how 
many fires, which under old conditions 
would prove most disastrous, 
are 


quickly put under control and extin- 
guished with a Joss that compared with 
what otherwise would have been, is 
remarkably small. The chemical en- 
gine is not a demonstrative affair, 
doing its work quietly, and simply, but 
no piece of fire appartus is so valuable 
as the chemical is now everywhere 
recognized to be. 


In speaking of the change it has 


wrought in fire fighting methods, es^ 
pecially in 
the city of Boston, the 


Transcript of that city says, "The 
chemical engine, either by itself or in 
combination, is one of the least dra- 
matic of the pieces of appartus em- 
ployed in the fire service, but it is 
nevertheless one of the most active 
and useful, especially in residential 
neighborhoods. 
Its value 
has been 


demonstrated by almost, if not quite, 
a score of years of service in Boston. 
New Y rk has not acknowledged it 
until within two or three years, but is 
now trying to make up for lost time. 
Boston is wise in keeping well sup- 
plied with this apparatus. Enough of it 
and th_ sea-pipe service; wherever 
practicable, would almost solve the 
problem of flre extinguishment in this 
city." 


North Adams has 
reason to con- 


gratulate itself on having waited no 
longer than it did to secure one of these 
machines. We have not the sea'-plpc 
•ervlce, of which seacoast cities avail 
themselves, but 
w* have excellent 


pressure In our hydrants, which makes 
unnecessary the bulky steam engines 
with which the chemical competes In 
other places. And the two form the 
basis of a fire defense that can be mode 
as perfect a> man so far knows how to 


SCHOOL noo.n LIGHTING. 


A surprising number of school chil- 


dren, even of those in the lower grades, 
have to wear eyeglasses, and Brooklyn 
Is considering a proposition to raise a 
sufficient fund to furnisn glasses to 
children who need them and whose 
parents are unable to provide them. 
The number of 
school children in 


Brooklyn whose sight is so Impaired 
as to Indicate the necessity of wearing 
glasses is said 
to be 50,000 and as 


nearly every one knows, the propor- 
tion is quite large" in nearly all towns 
and cities.

cession of the Philippines, including the 
return of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Tagalos. 


Article 5 deals with the cession of 


barracks, war materials, arms, stores 
buildings and all property appertaining 
to the Spanish administration in the 
Philippines, 


Article 6 is a renunciation by both na- 


tions of their respective claims against 
each other and the citizens of each other 


Article 7 grants to Spanish trade and 


shipping in the Philippines the same 
treatment as American trade and ship- 
ping for a period of 10 years. 


Article 8 provides for the releasa of 


all prisoners of war held by Spain and 
of aJl prisoners held by her for political 
offenses committed in the colonies ac- 
quired by the United States. 


Article 9 guarantees the legal rights 


of Spaniards remaining in Cuba. 


Article 10 establishes religious freedom 


in the Philippines, and guarantees to all 
churches equal rights. 


Article 11 provides for the composi- 


tion of courts and other tribunals In 
Porto Rico and Cuba. 


Article 12 provides for the administi'a/- 


tion of justice in Porto Rico and Cuba. 


Article 13 provides for the continuance 


for five years of Spanish copyrights in 
the ceded territories, giving Spanish 
books admittance free of duty. 


Article 14 provides for the establish- 


-nenl of consulates by Spain in the ceded 
erritories. 
Article 15 grants to Spanish commerce 


n Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
the same treatment as to American for 
10 years, Spanish shipping to be treated 
as oasting vessels. 


Article 16 stipulates that the obliga- 


tions of the United States to Spanish 
citizens and property in Cuba shall ter- 
minate with the withdrawal of the 
United States authorities from the isl- 
and. 


Article 17 provides that the treaty 


must be ratified within six months from 
the date of signing by the respective 
governments in order to be binding.

The German drugstore is always a mys- 


tery to the American when he first be- 
comes one of its customers. It is not 
nearly so comprehensive as tbe American 
institution of tho same kind. The apothe- 
cary's department, which Is only ono fea- 


, tore of tbe American drug store, is an in- 


• dependent establishment in Germany and 


is devoted to the filling of prescriptions 
and tbo duties of the apothecary. 
The 


"drognerie," quite a separate place, pro- 
vides half tho articles customarily found 
hero in tho drug store. It is to tho dro- 
guerie that ono must (to for soap, tooth- 
brushes, drugs in the puro and all of the 
articles uot dealt in by tbe apothecary. 
Tho division may bo a convenient one aft- 
er tho mysteries have been mastered, but 
U is confusing at first. 


Another peculiarity of the apothecaries 


is that most of them have names display- 
ed. That custom dates from the earliest 
days of their history. The old names of 
the shops havo survived to some extent, 
although tho purely fantastic names have 
given plnco to others bettor suited to the 
commercial exigencies of modern times. 
The city today possesses 164 shops of 
apothecaries, and nmry have adopted 
narm.s taken from tho street, square or re- 
gion in which they are situated.

was not able to cut the heart out of 
the Dobson mass meeting held in Odd 
Fellows' hall. The meeting was at- 
tended by about 500 men and Clapp's 
band was on hand to help compensate 
for the exposure to the cold. 
The 


sn^a'-«rs arrived a litue !ato. A num- 
ber of men occupied seats on the plat- 
form, among them being officers of the 
Working-men's Municipal league, un- 
der whose auspices the meeting was 
held, a number of labor union dele- 
gates and some men 
active in the 


new movement. Peter Oulman, presi- 
dent of the league, presided and made 
a short and telling speech before Mr. 
Dobson, the speaker of the evening, 
was introduced. 


Mr. Oulman took it upon himself to 


prove Mr. Dobson's good character, 
his work for the cause of labor and 
his sympathy for laboring men and all 
who had met with misfortune. 
He 


had a string of badges that had been 
received by Mr. Dobson when filling 
responsible duties as a worker for union 
labor, one of them proving that Mr. 
Dobson had been honored by being 
chosen marshal of a great labor dem- 
onstration in Buffalo when 14,000 men 
were in line. Mr. Ouhnin made his 
points well and pleased his hearers. 
He was applauded frequently. 
Mr. 


Oulman said that the greatest honor 
of his life was being conferred upon 
him in his being permitted to intro- 
duce a laboringman as a candidate 
for mayor of this city. When Mr. Dob- 
son was introduced 
he was greeted 


with enthusiastic applause. 


The speech by Mr. Dobson was con- 


fined to a history of the Parker move- 
ment, which resulted 
in 
the labor 


movement that he represented, and to 
a discussion of his platform and the 
legislation that workingmen were seek- 
ing for. He spoke 
calmly and his 


speech was free from personalities or 
bitterness. He thanked the people for 
leaving their homes to come and listen 
to a man who had been chosen by 
their fellows to seek to represent them. 
A year ago, he said, that a movement 
had baen started which was considered 
a good movement for the people, the 
Hamer movement. 
Mr. Hamer was 


nominated, but was defeated at the 
polls by some unseen influences. 
The 


movement was not vanquished though 
its candidates had been overthrown, 
and this year it put John Parker in 
the field for mayor. John Parker did 
not get the nomination. It went to I 
Mayor Cady and was made unanimous 
at the request of John Parker. Mr. 
Parker refused to run independently 
and he deserves tribute for his party 
principle. It is a man's duty to his 
orga1 — 'lion to remain true to its will.

few nights ago a body of men 


came to me, Mr. Dobson continued, 
disappointed and discouraged at the 
turn events had taken. They had been 
earnestly working for months for an 
end that they believed would be to 
their advantage and to the advantage 
of all the people.
